Montelupo Taken

ALLIED troops, aiming at out- 
flanking Florence, east and 
west, have taken Montelupo, 11 
miles west of the city, and stormed

dividing-line - which split the 
Republic into two more or less 
equal parts. In fact, therefore, 
Poland was forced to submit to 
‘a fourth partition in 1939. This 
time her territory was shared by 
only two of her neighbours— 
Germany and Russia; but her 
independence disappeared almost 
overnight, and her people foun 
themselves mute and helpless 
spectators of yet another struggle 
by foreign Powers over their 
beloved soil. The Poles, as a 
people, are in an almost impos- 
sible position. They: have a 


they also have no reason to be 
particularly fond of the Germans. 
All that they want is the recovery 
of their national dominions and 
the rehabilitation of their national 
sovereignty. Their Government, 
or what was left of it, took refuge 
in London when Poland was over- 
run by the German armies. This 
Government constitutionally, and 
in fact, was accepted everywhere 
as the legitimate if somewhat 
remote mouthpiece of the Polish 
people. 

The Soviet Government does 
not see eye-to-eye with the Polish 
Government. That was only to 
be expected. The Polish Govern- 
ment in London has no sympathy 
with Communist ideology, and 
never has tried to make any 
secret of this fact. In these 
circumstances, when the Russians, 
during their counter - offensive 
against the Germans, pene- 
trated into Polish territory, 
it sponsored what is known as 
the Polish Committee of National 
Liberation, composed mainly of 
representatives of what formerly 
was described as Congress Poland 
—in other words, of Russian- 
Poles. This Committee, with its 
seat in Moscow, very quickly 
found itself at loggerheads with 
the Polish Government. For a 
time, indeed, it seemed as 
if the ideals of the two 
bodies purporting to represent 
the Polish people, were. utterly 
irreconcilable ; but a few weeks 
ago the situation underwent a 
welcome change. Mr. Mikolaj- 
czyk, the Polish Premier, accom- 
panied by two of his ‘chief 
lieutenants, Count Romer and 
Professor" Grabski, flew to 
Moscow, where they entered into 
negotiations with the leaders of 
the Committee of National 
Liberation. Mr. Molotov, the 
Russian Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs, and Marshal  Stalin’s 
right-hand man, presided at the 
conferences. Details are not 
yet available. Obviously, there 
is a wide gulf to be bridged, 
because the Polish Govern- 
ment, which all the way 
through has had the sympathy 
and support of the British and 
the Americans, very naturally, is 
insistent that when the war is 
over the Polish Republic shall be 
re-established with, rougniy, the 
frontiers that existed before the 
war broke out. The Poles in 
Moscow, on the other aand, seem 
to be favourable to the Russian 
thesis, which is ‘that Poland 
should have as its eastern 
boundary the so-called. Curzon 
line—a change which would 
involve the cession of a substan- 
tial area of Polish territory to the 
Soviets. On more than one 
occasion it has been hinted, 
notably by Mr. Winston Churchill, 
that Poland might be recom- 
pensed territorially by the acquisi- 
tion of portion of East Prussia, 
which would give the Poles their 
long-desired access to the Baltic 
Sea, without - the awkward 
expedient of a “ corridor.” Doubt- 
less this project, against which a 
host of reasonable objections may 
be lodged, has been discussed in 
some. detail during the Moscow 
talks. Marshal Stalin has taken 
a personal interest in the negotia- 
tions, which, for the time being, 
have been suspended. Mr. 
Mikolajczyk and his colleagues 
are expected to fly back to 
London during the next few days;

workers, especially in County 

ublin, and it is with County 

ublin that the union is primarily 
concerned, . Because machinery of 
the above union existed in County 
Dublin, the County Dublin farm 
labourers, once they had com- 
menced to move, naturally. con- 
nected themselves up in an organisa- 
tional manner with existing union 
machinery. The organisation of 
farm labourers is not a pleasant or 
easy task for any trade union, and, 
so far as the above union is, con- 
cerried, nothing is to be gained from 
it except a great deal of hard work, 
but this union has always held the 
viewpoint that it is-the prior duty 
of trade unions to assist the lower 
paid and badly abused sections of 
the workers, in town and country- 
side, rather than to concentrate on 
the relatively well paid, protected, 
and easily organised sections. 

The main object of the union is 
to secure for the farm labourers in 
County Dublin an improvement in 
their working conditions; _ that 
objective wé know meets with the 
sympathy not merely of the Irish 
Times and all fair-minded men and 
women, but also with the sympathy 
of the majority of farmers in the 
county. The second objective, and 
one that is of immediate concern, 
is to provide for Co. Dublin farm 
labourers such machinery as would 
give to them the benefits and the 
protection of collective bargaining 
in the same manner as industrial 
workers, not merely for the pur- 
pose of negotiating co agi in 
ut— 
equally as important—to secure for 
them the representation to which 
they are entitled on the Local 
Advisory Committee and the Agri- 


machinery which, at the same time, 
will assure them the full benefits 
of even the minimum conditions set 
out by the Wages Board. 
In conclusion, may I express
